Tax Base Fails 
To Increase As 
Fast As Cutgo 


The increase of $380,000 in as- 
sessed evaluation in Upland dur- 
ing the last year is not enough 
to maintain the present tax rate 
of $1.68 per $100 of assessed 
evaluation if all demands for 
finances now before the. city 
council budget Committee are 
granted, R. G. Manley, city man- 
ager,,said yesterday. 

Although evaluation has in- 
creased to $11 million for the 
city it is still not enough tax base 
to enable continuation of the 
present $1.68 tax rate'if face of 
the increased demand for finan- 
cial outlay, he said. 

Mr. Manley is now in the pro- 
cess of preparing the city budget 
for the coming fiscal year. The 
close of the year, which ends to- 
morrow, found the budget com- 
mittee faced with a series of new 
demands for city expenditure. 
Because funds were not budget- 
ted to meet these demands they 
were shelved for action after a 
new budget is adopted. If these

budget committee and council 
the Upland taxpayers can expect 
an increase in local tax rate, Mr. 
Manley pointed out. 

The increase in tax base with 
new construction is not in pro- 
portion to the proposed increase 
in city expenditures, he said. 


A citrus center, with groves 
being converted into home sites, 
does not give the tax base in- 


crease that a city would realize 
if new developments were being 
constructed on unused land, Mr. 
Manley said. 

A grove is already a substan- 
tial city tax base.

_ What has happened in the Upland-Foothill district during 
he first six months of 1955? 
“it is time to ask that question, to reflect on the brief past 
fmd to think of what might happen before the year's end. 

We know, of course, new houses are going up, a few 
more aeres of citrus land have been removed from agricultur- 
lal productivity. the school housing problem is getting more 
lacute and many other “growth” problems are developing. 

One of the most significant changes is the establishment 
lof a business zone at the northwest corner of Euclid Ave., 
iand Foothili Blvd. The Stuft Shirt Corp. is to build a deluxe 
re‘aurant there. Business development on that site, of course, 
moans eventual business development on all the other corn- 
ers of our famous intersection. 

Another historic development in the community is the 
expressed assurance from Santa Fe Railway officials and the - 
Public Utilities commission that placing of a grade crossing 
over the Santa Fe at Second avenue will be acceptable. 
This development will cost money but up until this year it 
seemed impossible of achievement. ‘ 

Definite scheduling of this improvement should be one of 
the accomplishments of the next six months. 

Opening of “C” Street from Third to Campus Avenue 
is worthy of mention. Filing of a petition seeking formation 
of a down-town parking assessment district and eventual de- 
velopment of free off-street parking lots is also a highlight in 
the business development. of the community. 

About the next six months? Men close to the big real 
estate development express assurance that before the end 
of 1955, at least one major industry will locate in the area im- 
mediately east of Upland and Cucamonga. Hundreds of acres 
of prospective residential subdivisions have been purchased 
north of the freeway. Aill it takes to really start a terrific resi- 
dential building boom here is the coming of a new industry. 
And this could happen any month. 

Suffice it to say, the months ahead will see more resi- 
dential, business and industrial development here than ever 
before. 

When present citrus growers and others sell their hold- 
ings, change is certain to come. And with changes, growth. 

This area has asolid zoning foundation on which to 
handle new growth. It is well for each of us to be constantly 
aware of the new changes and to be alert in seeing that the 
highest possible requirements prevail. 

A building goes up to last indefinitely. In this area we 
want the best.

“This is the plan defeated by 
you voters last month,’’ Mr. Mil- 
liken continued. ‘‘Furthermore, 
developments since the election 
are increasing the cost of sites 
and the availability of sites is 
scarce.’’ He said new campus 
sites are not priced at $5,000 an 
acre while the school hoard had 
west side of Ontario at a much 
reserved a possible site on the 
lower cost, the acquisition de- 
pending upon outcome of the elec- 
tion.
